Coliseum, Chicago, June 12.—Facing a situation fraught with tremen­ 
dous possiAnl'ities, the Republican national convention met again today to 
resume its efforts to select a presidential candidate. 
Clouds of uncertanty hovered over the Coliseum and extended far up 
on Michigan Avenue to the conference rooms of the party leaders when the 
convention got under way. 
A series of all night conferences, some of which did not end till a red 
hot dawn broke over the lake front, failed to develop anything definite 
so far as could be learned early today. 
Every conceivable proposition 
bearing on the Wood, Lowden, Johnson, Sproul and Harding candidacies, 
were broached by their supporters during these overnight 
conferences. 
They resulted in a plethora of rumors and reports of agreements, out of 
which it appeared that Lowden and Wood are deadlocked in the lqad, each 
still shy more than 
150 votes. 
General Wood, with 314% vote.s, and Governor Lowden with 289 . both 
failed to make any material gai.ns overnight, it is understood and it was 
the generally expressed opinion of party leaders today that they will go to 


j the post in today’s balloting with their situations relatively unchanged. 
As a result of this weakness manifested by both the leaders, the at­ 
tention turned today more and more to the runners up—particularly to Sena­ 
tor Harding of Ohio, who quit the balloting with € 1 % votes, and Governor 
Sproul, of Pennsylvania, who had 79 % ballots when the adjournment came. 
Both men are reported to have been “O. K.’d” by Boies Penrose, the 
Old Guard leader, who lies sick in bed in Philadelphia and who, by private 
telephone and telegraph wires, keeps in as dose touch with the situation 
as though he was beside the platform. 
Whether either of these men can take away sufficient strength from 
Wood and Lowden, or from Hiram Johnson, with his 140%, remains to be 
seen in today’s developments. 
Senator Harding filed an eleventh hour notice in Ohio last night of his 
candidacy for the United States senate. This started reports that the Ohio 
senator had viewed the situation as hopeless and would withdraw with graCe. 
It had been generally understood that Senator Harding’s withrawal from 
the presidential race was mandatory under Ohio law if he filed 
for 
a 
senatorship. 
This, however, was denied today at Harding headquarters and by the 
senator himself. 
“The situation is unchanged, I have not withdrawn,” he said. 
Representatives of Wood, LowdeiT, Harding and Sproul candidacies 
visited the headquarters of Hiram Johnson during the night seeking trades 
or an understanding. 
Each of them was met with blank refusal, the Cali­ 
fornian stating unequivocally that he woukl not trade, he would not with­ 
draw and that he would go down in defeat, if necessary, with every delegate 
he could muster. 
New York with 88 votes, Pennsylvania with 76 and Ohio with 48, could 
put over either Wood or Lowden if they could be. mustered together. This, 
however, is held to be an almost hopeless ambition. 
New York is badly 
split, her 88 votes being divided among seven candidates on the fourth bal­ 
lot. Helen Varick Boswell, a New York delegate who supported and second­ 
ed the nomination cf Nicholas Murray Butler, declared early today that all 
of New York’s strength would be thrown behind Lowden today, but this 
was discounted by other New Yorkers. 
There is little chance of New 
York getting together on any candidate, according to the views of most 
of them.

“The old guard,” what is left of it, was in quandary today, switching 
about and urraible to definitely decide on anything. 
The old guard proved 
by the adjournment that it was in more or less control of the parliamentary 
situation on the floor, but it has not shown that it can pick a man from out 
of the ruck and make him the 19 20 candidate for president.

General Wood, with 314Va votes, and Governor Lowden with 289, both 
failed to make any material gains overnight, it is understood and it was 
the generally expressed opinion of party leaders today that they will go to 
the post in today’s balloting with their situations relatively unchanged. 
As a result of this weakness manifested by both the leaders, the at­ 
tention turned today more and more to the runners up—particularly to Sena­ 
tor Harding of Ohio, who quit the balloting with 61% votes, and Governor 
Sproul, of Pennsylvania, who had 79% ballots when the adjournment came. 
Both men are reported to have been “O. K.’d” by Boies Penrose, the 
Old Guard leader, who- lies sick in bed in Philadelphia and who, by private 
telephone and telegraph wires, keeps in as close touch with the situation

Whether either of these men can take away sufficient strength from 
Wood a n d Lowden, or from Hiram Johnson, with his 140%, remains to be 
seen in today’s developments.

It is understood that Senator Lodge paved the way for the 
'agreement by acquiescing and by stating that he would not insist 
'en a declaration for a League of Nations with the Lodge reserva­ 
tions. 
His final decision seemed to be a withdrawal from the 
stand that he took throughout the long Senate debate, in which 
..he-assured the country that he favored a league with 
proper 
‘reservations. 
Senator Lodge is said to have agreed to the compromise on 
the ground that it permitted the' party to followr the “line of 
least resistance,” but this is not a courageous course. 
It is to Senator McCormick that the well-posted politicians 
rgive the credit for the victory and not to Borah. 
As for Lodge, 
(-because of his retreat from his position of a defender 
of the
